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Coffee County neede éisttion poll workers

The 2022 Primary Elections are set 
for Tuesday, May 24, and Coffee County 
needs poll workers, especially for the Ba- 
sin precinct in District One. 


“We have 28 precincts, and we will ac- . 


cept any applications for poll workers,” 


said Missy Craig, chief clerk for the Cof-' 


fee County Probate Office [Elba Division]. 
“But, we are in real need for workers at the 
‘Basin precinct.” 

For voter registration, Coffee County 
will be utilizing Polling Pads (an iPad) this 
election cycle, thanks to a vote Monday, 
Feb. 28, of the Coffee County Commission 
to approve purchase of the Polling Pads. 
While this should make the voting process 
more efficient, Craig said poll workers that 
would be comfortable using a tablet would 
definitely be a plus. 

‘To be a poll worker in Coffee County, 
interested persons should be a registered 
voter in Coffee County and be able to re- 
port to the precinct on or by 6:30 a.m. on 
election day. Poll workers also need to be 
available for mandatory training. 

“We prefer and attempt to place poll 
workers at the precinct they vote, but we 
may have to ask them to work at a different 
location if needed,” Craig said.

* Preparing election equipment as in- 
structed in training sessions 

* Maintaining election equipment secu- 
rity throughout the election period 

* Thoroughly reviewing and completing 
all election forms 


* Posting prescribed election materials © 


inside and outside of polling location 

* Qualifying voters through use of identi- 
fication and poll lists 

* Selecting the correct ballot styles for 
each voter 

* Assisting voters during the voting pro- 
cess by explaining equipment usage 

* Closing the polling location at the end 
of the voting period 
Other job functions may include: 

¢ Attending mandatory training as need- 
ed 

* Returning all designated election sup- 
plies to the drop off location on Election 
Day 

2022 Election dates include: Primary 
Election on May 24, 2022; Primary Run 
Off Election on June 21, 2022; and the 
General Election on November 8, 2022.

Elba leaders stick with two-way traffic around square 


The Elba City Council 
met Monday night, Feb. 28, 
and the streets around the 
courthouse square in down- 
town Elba were discussed 
long enough for the mayor 
and council members to 
agree the flow of traffic on 
these roads should be left 
‘as is’ currently. 

Mayor Tom Maddox

Live action wrestling is 
coming to Elba High School 
this month with profession- 
al contract wrestlers deliv- 
ering the entertainment. 

Elba High School, along

“These are all contract 
wrestlers through the 
WWE,” event organizer 
Al Gilmore said.

They are 
all ‘under contract’ wres- 
tlers working their way up 
to ‘prime time’ or returning 
from an injury.” 


He said one of the main 
stars for Elba’s “Rumble on 
the River” wrestling event 
will be TNA Impact/WWE 
superstar Johnny Swinger. 
According to Gilmore, 
Swinger was with the WWE 
when he sustained a ham- 
string injury, and following 
his appearance in Elba on 
March 18, he will travel 
to New Orleans, La. to par- 
ticipate in a WWE pay-per- 
view event the following 
night. 

“Our goal is to bring in 
600 people for the event,” 
Gilmore said. “If we hit that 
goal, I would like nothing 
more than to be able to 
rent out the farm center the 
next year for an even bigger 
show. We want to be able to 


keep it growing.” 


He said Rumble on the 


River will be a four-match 
event, including a special 
Luchador match featur- 
ing Luchador Champion 
Antonio Garza vs. The

Harper, an Intercontinental 
Championship Match fea- 
turing Action Mike Jackson 
vs. Christian Pierce, a U.S. 
Heavyweight Title Match 
featuring Johnny Swinger 
vs. The Wrestling Superstar, 
and the Main Event - a 
$1,000 Royal Rumble (win- 
ner take all). 

“This is a legit wrestling 
event,” Gilmore said, “It 
will be 100 percent family- 
friendly, just like you see on 
television.”

Jonathan Sanders was 
surrounded by thousands 
of young farmers at an 
American Farm Bureau 
Federation (AFBF) confer- 
ence when he leaned over 
to fellow Alabamian Jerry 
Allen Newby and said: “I 
want to serve on the national 
Young Farmers & Ranchers 
(YF&R) Committee.” 

The bold seed planted 
in 2018 came to fruition 
this month when Jonathan 
and wife Sara were named 
to the committee during 
AFBF’s YF&R Leadership 
Conference in Louisville. 

“Our primary goal is to 
build a network of unified 
voices across the nation talk- 
ing about the importance of 
agriculture to our genera- 
tion,” said Jonathan, 30, who 
grows peanuts, cotton, corn, 
cattle and timber in Coffee 
County’s Roeton communi- 
ty. “Most other states don’t 
have the level of involve- 
ment we have in Alabama. I 
want to use our experiences 
to help grow YF&R.” 

The Sanders family joins 
a slate of farmers ages 18-35 
representing every region 
of the U.S. The committee, 
whose 16 positions'are filled 
by individuals or ‘couples, 
is responsiblé® for program 
planning, including YF&R 
competitive events and the 
Harvest for All program, 
which tracks YF&R food 
donations, 

The youngest of six 
children whose parents 
are Alabama Farmers 
Federation leaders, 

* Jonathan’s childhood was 

' peppered with county and 
state Federation meetings. 
The Sanders’s daughter, 
2-year-old Ivey, is already 
a meeting regular; the cou- 
ple is expecting another 
daughter, Elliott, due in late 
March. 

Jonathan grew __shis 
Federation experience with 
the Auburn University 
Young Farmers. After grad- 
uating with a degree in horti- 
culture, he joined the Coffee 
County Young Farmers, 
eventually becoming chair- 
man. Two terms on the State 
Young Farmers Committee 
followed, including a year as 
chair and an ex-officio seat 
on the state board of direc- 
tors.

“The Faith of the Feeble Folk” 
Proverbs 30:26 “The conies are but a feeble folk, yet 
make they their houses in the rocks...” 


Some translations use the word “rock badgers” instead 
of “conies” in this verse. I have also seen this animal called 
a rabbit, hyrax, or a marmot. The psalmist references them 
in Psalms 104:18, “The high hills are a refuge for the wild 
goats; and the rocks for the conies.” Personally, I think 
coney fits when we consider the information given in 
these verses. It’s hard to picture an animal called a coney 
with ferocious fangs, a gravelly growl, and terrible claws. 
No, the conies are a feeble folk. They don’t have a fear- 
some reputation; they are known for their weakness. ..and 
their wisdom. Since they cannot fight off an attacker, or 
outrun a pursuer, or, in any other way apparently, defend 
themselves, they make their houses in the rocks. And it is 
for this practice that the writer of Proverbs 30 labels them 
“exceeding wise.” 

I can imagine the scene: A coney scurries about in the 
spring grass; enjoying the sunshine and the breeze; looking 
for a morning snack. Suddenly, the little creature freezes. 
Something has alerted it. Maybe a birds warning, or 
maybe just a feeling of uneasiness, but he knows a threat 
is nearby. Without another thought, he runs for the safety 
of his rock, his home, his place of refuge. 

Think of David, the great king, the mighty warrior, the 
hero in the hearts of Israel. David was more like a lion 
than a coney. But this great fighter knew the wisdom of 
the conies... 

“From the end of the earth will I cry unto thee, when my 
heart is overwhelmed: lead me to the rock that is higher 
than I, For thou hast been a shelter for me, and a strong 
tower from the enemy.” (Psalms 61:2-3) 

“In thee, O LORD, do I put my trust; let me never be 
ashamed: deliver me in thy righteousness. Bow down thine 
ear to me; deliver me speedily: be thou my strong rock, for 
an house of defence to save me. For thou art my rock and 
my fortress; therefore for thy name’s sake lead me, and 
guide me.” (Psalms 31:1-3) 

“Truly my soul waiteth upon God: from him cometh my 
salvation. He only is my rock and my salvation; he is my 
defence; I shall not be greatly moved.” (Psalms 62:1-2) 

“But the LORD is my defence; and my God is the rock 
of my refuge.” (Psalms 94:22) 

My friend, faith in Christ is the surest rock in life. I have 
heard it said that faith is for the weak. I wouldn’t disagree. 
We are all weak creatures, eventually. Faith in Christ gives 
us the wisdom to know that God made provision for our 
weakness. “As it is written, Behold, I lay in Sion a stum- 
blingstone and rock of offence: and whosoever believeth 
on him shall not be ashamed.” (Romans 9:33)
